PROPELLER THRUST

Interesting oxperiments have 
been carried out in Italy with a 
type of acroplane in which the 
thrust of the propeller {5 con- 
served instend of being dissipated 
in the wake of the machine. 


The principlo has been much 
discussed among aircraft .cn- 
gincers, but after five ycars’ work, 
Signor Stipa, designer at tho 
Caproni Acronautical . Construc. 
tfon Company, has completed and 
tested tn long distance Nights, a 
type of machine - putting- theso 
draught utilisation theories into 
actual practical use. No claim {8 
made oxcept that tests have. been 
successful. 

The Stipa acroplano looks like 
a fat big baorrol of motal fitted 
with wings, rudder, a pilot’s cock. 
pit, and Janding wheels. Inside 
the barrel, which forms the fuse- 
lage, is the motor. The propeller 
is at the open mouth of the barrel 
and hag n radius an Inch or 80 
less than the circumference of the 
barrel. The barrel inside is mado 
so. that {ts initial diameter pro- 
gressively diminishes and then 
extends, that is, a Venturi tube. 


Forward Impulse. 


In flight the propeller com- 
presses the alr in the throat sec- 
tion, and then in the w 
tion the air expands, 
thrust and a forward impu 
the fuselage. Thein ention 
Signor Stipa ia a linking-up of the 
tractive offort with the renction 
offered by the tubular fuselage 
containing the propeller.
